He so instructed the Peace Commissioners 
at Paris, and they carried out his views with- 
out alteration. 

He did not decide then, nor has he decided 
yet, that the islands must necessarily become 
& part of the United States for all time. Ile 
became convinced that Spain could not gov- 
érn the islands under any circumstances, and 
that the United States must assume their 
control at least temporarily, and possibly 
permanently. 

To this extent the President's 
policy is clearly outlined in the treaty of 
peace now before the Senate. 

When that treaty is ratified by both coun- 
tries, and the United States acquires the le- 
galtitie to the islands, the President will then 
undertake to find out whether the Filipinos 
have a government strong enough to control 
the islands, which few people believe to be 


possible.

‘ M. Millevoy, amid a constantly growing 
tumult, dwelt upon the sensation caused 
by these accusations and declared it impos- 
sible to continue the revision proceedings 
under present conditions. He read M. de 
Beaurepaire’s statements and demanded the 
adoption of disciplinary measures against 
the guilty Judges, asserting that it was for 


the chamber and the government to take 


steps to allay public excitement. 
Attack on the Court. 

Joseph Lasies, plebiscitaire-anti-semite 
Deputy for Condom, in the Department of 
Gers, evoked considerable applause by as- 
serting that the country had had enough of 
the Dreyfus affair, but the tumult was 
speedily renewed when he began a violent 
attack upon M. Loew, President of the 
criminal branch of the Court of Cassation;

The President of the Chamber (M. Des- 
chanel) called M. Lasies to order, but the 
Deputy continued long enough, amid a deaf- 
ening uproar, to make a definite charge 
against the criminal branch of the court of 
displaying partiality and to declare that the 
Dreyfus agitation was being supported by 
foreign gold.

This statement was followed by a great 
uproar, M. Lasies moving a suspension of 
the session in order to allow the Minister 
for War, M. de Freycinet, to be sum- 
‘moned. 

M. Lebret, ignoring the interruption; went 
on to declare that inquiry into M. de Beau- 
repaire’s original charges showed that all 
witnesses had been treated in the same 
fashion by the Court of Cassation, which 
had invariably expressed regret at having to 
trouble them to aitend.

ILOILO REBELS STILL ACTIVE. 


Sink Stones in River Mouth to Prevent 
Entrance of Ynited States 
Gunboats. 


Manila, Jan. 12.—The situation at Lioilo is 
unchanged. The Filipinos are unceasingly 
active day and-night. On Saturday they 
loaded some lighters with rock and sunk 
them at the entrance of the river, blocking 
the channel for all vessels with the exceptiom 
of launches. The lights have been extin- 
guished. 

Order is maintained with severity and of- 
fenders are promptly shot. 

‘On Sunday one of the Arizona’s boats, 
marined by soldiers, was carried by the ebb 
tide to Quimaraes Island, and while attempt- 
ing to land there armed natives assembled 
on the beach and compelled the Americans 
to retire. 

The Filipinos refuse to have any dealings 
with the Americans, vegetables and fruit 
are not obtainable, business is suspended, 
and the warehouses are full of rotting sugar. 

At Manila the situation is critical, but 
pacification is possible, in spite of the un- 
yielding attitude of the Filipinos. | 

It is reported the rebel government at 
Maialos is willing the Americans should es- 
tablish a protectorate on the condition that 
they promise to give the Filipinos absolute 
independence within a stated time. It is 
also said that the Filipinos will demand offi- 
cial recognition, 

Efforts are being made to- bring about an- 
other conference with the rebels, The 
educated Filipinos are anxious to avoid 
trouble, and it is hoped that the militant 
Filipines will recede before wiser counsel.

GERMAN INTRIGUE PRODUCING A 
SERIOUS STATE OF AFFAIRS. 


British Captain Clears Decks for Ac- 
tien and Compels the Mischievous 
 Blement to Change Its Course— 
American and English Consule Co- 
operate in Checkmating the Ger- 
mans—Trouble Is Due to Rivalry of 
Mataafa and Malietoa. 


San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 12.—The follow- 
ing letter has been received by the Asso- 
ciated Press from its Samoan correspondent 
and shows how alarming was the situation 
when the steamer Mariposa left Apia for 
this city: 

“‘ Apia, Dec. 28.—Events have moved rap- 

idly since the last mail left here. Civil war 
has been narrowly avoided, and the lives 
of white residents have been threatened by 
the natives. Even now bloodshed is not 
far from probable. 
'“*In the trial of the claims of Mataafa 
and Malietoa the English and Americap 
Consuls had to interfere to protect the lives 
of white residents. The German Consul 
demurred when they talked of hoisting the 
Stars and Stripes and Union Jack. The 
Captain of the English warship Porpoise 
cleared his decks for action and declared 
for the two English-speaking Consuls. The 
German Consul had to yield. There is no 
American warship here. 


American man-of-war has arrived. The 
display of the Stars and Stripes at this junc- 
ture would have added immensely to the 
national prestige, and at the same time 
would have strengthened the hands of the 
American Consul. At present Mr. Osborn 
is powerless to effect anything if violence 
is threatened. If American life or prop- 
erty is endangered he can only appeal for 
aid to the British man-of-war. | 


Fighting in Prospect. 

“Armed guards protect the residences of 
Chief Justice Chambers, an American citi- 
zen, and that of Mr. Gurr, the leading Eng- 
! lish lawyer of the town. If fighting once 

begins the results will be serious, for each 
side has hundreds of men in the field. 

“The whole trouble has arisen through 
the injudicious action of bringing the de- 
ported Mataafa back to Samoa. By doing 
50 the powers have thrown down a bone of 
contention and converted what might other- 
wise have been a peaceful election into an 
angry ,combat. Of course, at the time 
America, England, and Germany agreed to 
Mataafa’s return Malietoa’s death was. an- 
ticipated, otherwise the home coming of the 
exiied King would certainly have been de- 
layed. For many years, ever since the un- 
fortunate affair at Vailele, whem so many 
German soldiers lost their lives, the Ger- 
mans have shown a feeling of uncomprom- 
ising hostility towards Mataafa, under 
whose leadership the Teutonic defeat was 
accomplished. lLatterly, for some unex- 
piained reason, the German officalis have 
changed their views, and have tried to 
secure Mataafa’s return. This course has 
brought the German Consul into open dis- 
agreement with the British and American 
Consuls and the Chief Justice. The na- 
tives have been encouraged to turbulence 
and the lives of white residents have been 
endangered. 7 


Trouble Through Mataafa. 

“The trouble began immediately’ upon 
Mataafa’s return from Jaluit. Though he 
was nominally held as a prisoner, the Con- 
suls, actuated by kindly motives, gave him 
permission to reside on the royal demesne 
at Mulinuu and to take such of his ad- 
herents as he chose with him. This per- 
mission was interpreted literally, and Ma- 
taafa’s people began crowding by thousands. 
into the limited space of the Mulinuu penin- 
sula. 

‘“* Fortunately Malietoa’s people preserved 
a friendly attitude, and obeyed the procla- 
mation of the Consuls in demanding that 
peace should be maintained at all hazards. 
But still the usurpers were aggressive, and 
issued a proclamation declaring Mataafa 
King of Samoa. Further, they assumed to 
themselves royal powers, and, secretly en- 
couraged by! the Germans, proceeded to 
make appointments to office. The climax 
was reached when Mataafa and his chiefs 
tried to discharge the Chief Justice, who is 
appointed under the Berlin treaty by the 
three powers. 7 

“The most serious element in the whole 
affair is .the disagreement. between the Con- 
suls. The German Consul has been playing 
double with his colleagues, and the English 
and American officials are naturally indig- 
nant. was an understood thing that 
there was to be no foreign interference in 
the royal elections, yet throughout it all an 
undermining current of intrigue has been at 
work with the Mataafa people until they 
have been roused to aggressive action, have 
openly declared against all white control, 
and announced their intention of disregard- 
ing entirely the Berlin treaty. 

“To show the extent of the feeling 
aroused, Suatele, a religious fanatic, who is 
one of Mataafa’s most prominent adher- 
ents, is quoted as saying: *‘ Samoans, you 
must fight strong; when you fight kill. When 
you meet a white man cut him up; when you 

eet a missionary cut him up; when you 
meet a deacon cut him up; when you meet a 
Samoan cut him up; we will break through 
the bonds of the treaty; we will leave no 
municipality.’ 


English in Danger. 


“In speaking of missionaries, Mataafa’s 
people, being Catholics, refer of course to the 
representatives of the London Missionary 
society, and the houses of missionaries and 
white residents will be the first objects of 
attack. 

“Chief Justice Chambers commenced his 
examination into the merits of the rival can- 
didates on Dec. 19, in the presence ofa great 
crowd of natives. Under the Berlin treaty 
the Chief Justice is the final referee in this 
matier, but on the previous day Mataafa’s 
people entered a vigorous protest against 
the employment of attorneys in the case. 
This, however, the Chief Justice, considering 
that he had a right to run his own court as 
he chose, refused to consider, and Mr. Gurr 
appeared on behalf of Malietoa Tanu. 

“The next day the Germans brought for- 
ward a lawyer named Von Bulow and asked 
that he be sworn in as a solicitor of the court. 
This was done, but in half an hour the Chief 
Justice had to rebuke Von Bulow for his 
disrespectful conduct toward the court and 
threaten him with disqualification. On the 
following day it was reported that Suatele 
and other fanatical adherents of Mataafa 
had formed a polt to murder the Chief Jus- 
tice, Mr. Gurr, and other whites concerned 
in the case. | 

‘The Chief Justice immediately called a 
meeting of Consuls and both English and 
American representatives agreed to hoist 
their flags over the threatened houses. . The 
German Cunsul, however, demurred, claim- 
ing that he would have first to consult the 
Captain of the warship Buzzard. 


Bold Action Prevents Bloodshed. 


‘* Fortunately, the Captain of the English 
warship Porpoise was a man of vigor and 
dash. Through his influence a clash was 
avoided. He promptly cleared his ship for 
action and declared im favor of the English- 
speaking Consuls. Meanwhile, native guards 
patrolled the roads and the threatened at- 
tack of Mataafa's fanatical adherents was 
averted. 

** The most sensational scene in the drama 
occurred, however, on Dec. 26, when all the 
evidence in the case had been heard, and 
Gurr, as counsel for Malietoa, was summing 
itup. It was discovered that Mataafa came 
from a race of Princes which had been cut 
-off by an ancestral curse from the line of 
succession. A tremendous scene ensued. 
Natives burst out crying in court and were 
promptly ejected. Outside the crowd of 
Samoans raised a great tumult, and their 
leaders could only with difficulty restrain

Wisconsin’s Governor Urges Reform in 
Taxation amd Economy in 
| Expenditures. 


Madison, Wis., Jan. 12.—Governor Sco- 
field read his annual message to the Legis- 
lature. It was a lengthy document, State 
affairs being discussed in great detail. 

Governor Scofield made many recommen- 
dations, and urged economy in (State ex- 
penditures. Referring to taxation he says: 

“IT am convinced that while the license 
system of taxing corporations now in force 
is the most practical method yet evolved, it 

et has the elements of unfairness and in- 
equality which might, partially at least, ba 
eliminated. There are certain foreign cor- 
porations doing business within the State 
which I believe are not paying their share of 
the expenses of the government. Among 
these are insurance companies, the steeping 
car companies, and express companies. 
Then there are the trust companies and in- 
surance companies of our own State, which 
do not seem to be fairly ‘taxed when com- 
pared with other large corporations.”’ 

He thinks the present system of taxing in- 
surance companies is unsatisfactory, and 
recommends a fee upon their gross incomes. 

He recommends the reorganization of the 
State militia, putting it om the same basis as 
the regulars.

TO END CHICAGO BEACH TANGLE. 


Suit Filed to Foreclose on First Mort- 
gage by Equitable Trust Com- 
pany and Others. 


The last steps in the straightening out of 
the legal entanglement of the Chicago Beach 
Hotel property were begun yesterday after- 
noon by the filing of foreclosure proceedings 
for a first mortgage of $250,000 in the Su- 
perior Court. The papers were filed by the 
Equitable Trust company, Edwin A. Potter, 
James Gormley, and JohnC.

The mortgage was given to secure the hold- 
ers of the bonds issued to build and furnish 
the hotel in 1892. The venture was not a suc- 
cessful one, and, after the close of the 
World's Fair, a receiver was appointed 
pending the closing up of the litigation then 
begun. The foreclosure proceedings insti- 
tuted yesterday were begun to give the bond- 
holders a clear title to the premises. It was 
stated that no change would be brought 
about in the management of the hotel.

They all ‘agree that it would be a 
crime against the Filipinos for this govern- 
ment to “deprive them of the inalienable 
right of self-government,” which Ameri- 
cans enjoy. | 

These individuals ignore, maliciously or 
through sheer ignorancé, the fact that Fil- 


litical and othef conditions which obtain in 
this country do hot and cannot exist in the 
Philippines. ‘The United States has a na- 
tional government” with certain ‘powers. 
There’ are ‘State governments with their 
powers. ‘There are local governments by 
means of which the people regulate their 
minor domestic affairs. These different 
governments éxist and work as well asthey 
do because the people have been trained in 
the arts of self-government,. They bave 
grown up in democratic institutions and 
they know no other. “ 

The men who founded this. republic be- 
longed to a race which has shown greater 
fitness than any other for popular .govern- 
ment. There are races which have not yet 
passed beyond that stage where govérn- 
ment by the minority, whether it be a King 
or a “ruling class,” is the-oniy feasible 
form of stable government. The Ameri-: 
cans have evolved and practice the doctrine 
of government by the majority, That doc- 
trine practically obtains in Great Britain. 
Some of the nations on the continent of Eu- 
rope are slowly progressing in the direc- 
tion of popular government, Switzerland 
heading the list. The Germanic and Scan-. 
dinavian peoples would have advanced more 
rapidly than they have but for national, 
fears and hates. If Germany did not have 
France on one side and Russia on the other 
there would be far more popular govern- 
ment than there is at present. 

But of domestic self-rule, of peaceful gov- 
ernment by majorities, Asiatic races know 
nothing. They have not shown since the 
days of Adam the slightest trace of fitness 
for democratic institutions. There is no 
reason to believe they will for centuries to 
come. Some of those races have produced 
great soldiers, statesmen, prophets, and 
rulers, but they never have produced men

institutions. 
the natural born rulers of Asiatics. 


Asiatic races, if left to themselves, will 
often change rulers, as the result of con- 
quests or revolutions, but they never w:ll 
change their system of government. It wi!! 
remain despotic. 
tal 


So these persons who 
bout “ free institutions ” and “ self- 
gov ent” in the Philippines might with 
equal propriety praise the orange groves 
and banana plantations of Illinois. 

. Asiatics live happily and enjoy, the nat- 
ural rights of man only when they are gov- 
erned by races which have developed toa 
high degree the principles of free govern- 
ment. Those who have learned to govern 
themselves are best fitted to govern others. 
Hence it is that the English have succeeded 
so well in ruling Asiatic dependencies. 
They have charge of 300 million natives 
of India whose ancéstors were the helpless 
slaves of despotic rulers. The inhabitants 
of India enjoy rights and privileges un- 
dreamed of by their ancestors. The povr- 
est ryot holds life, liberty, and property by 
a surer tenure than did the Indian Prince 
of two centuries ago. : 

The Filipinos never haye had any local 
self-government. They have enjoyed no 
rights. _They are no more competent to 
govern themselves than the children in a 
kindergarten are to get their own living. 
When they are“under American rule they 
will secure rights they never had and lib- 
‘erties previously unknown to them. The 
only danger will be that Americans, accus- 
tomed to self-rule, will give the Filipinos 
more privileges than they will be able at 
first to make a good use of. 

So American rule in the Philippines will. 
be “twice blessed.” This country will be 
benefited, as regards its trade and com- 
merce, by the possession of the islands. 
Their inhabitants will enjoy a good, just 
government. They will not be kept in or- 
der, as Mr. Cleveland intimates, by quick-

DEATH OF PROFESSOR TURNER. 
Professor Jonathan Burgess Turner, 
’ whose death at the ripe age of 98 years has 
already been announced in Tur Trisunr, 
was a generation agoone of theanost widely 
known men in the State. Becoming identi- ° 
fied with the cause of education as a pro- 
fessor of literature and the ancient lan- 
guages in Illinois College at Jacksonville, 
soon after leaving Yale College in 1882, 
he later became one of the most progres- 
sive leaders in the agricultural development 
of the State on scientific lines. It was to 
his experiments largely that the introduc- 
tion of the Osage orange as a hedge plant 
was due, at a time when the production of 
fencing material on the prairie farms in 
‘Iilincis was recognized as an important 
problem. He was also one of the most in- 
fluential factors in the organization of the 
Illinois State Agricuitural society, aiid his 
address on the “ Dignity of Labor” at the 
first State Fair in 1853 is still referred to” 
as an important hiStoricalevent. Professo- 
Turner was a copious writer on religious, 
political, and scientific topics, but he wil! 
be most widely remembered by the work 
which he as a pioneer in the cause of 
industrial éducation between 1848 and 1862, ; 
resulting in the passage of, the act of Con- 
gress in the latter year previously intro- 
duced in the House by the late Senator 
Morrill of Vermont, making donations of 
government lands to the several States and 
Territories for the establishment and main- 
tenance of industrial colleges. Each of 
these, including the Illinois State Univer- 
sity at Champaign, stands today, in a cer- 
tain sense, as monument to Professor

That can be 
done, however, without calling a conyen- 
tion. A simple amendment will suffice. 

Senator Case alleges also that a revision 
of the constitution is necessary “ to secure 
the blessings of liberty to the people of this 
State and their posterity.”

The bill of rights of the present instrument 
guarantees to the citizens of this Sfate a 
long list of rights and privileges.

GERMANY AND THE PHILIPPINES. 

Senator Foraker’s reply to the Vest-Hoar- 
Caffery-Mason opposition on the Philippine 
question throws new and interesting light 
on the subject. ‘The Ohio Senator’s guard- 
ed references to Germany's continued coy- 
‘ eting of the Philippines can scarcely be re- 
garded otherwise than as a revelation from 
the. White House. . They indicate that-Pres- 
ident McKinley is in possession of positive 
evidence of Germany's intention to seize 
the islands if American authority is with- 
drawn from them for any reason. The 
Senate has so interpreted the speech. 

There seems to be good réason for be- 
lieving that Germany: had a definite agree- 
ment with Spain to purchase some or all 
of the Asiatic islands in case the United 
States failed to take them by right of 
conquest. There is still better reason for 
believing that Germany would regard the 
erection of a Malay republic, such as Sen- 
ator Masen advocates, as a valid cause for 
seizing and governing the islands itself. 
Germiany would look upon our abandon- 
ment of the Philippines to factiond) strife 
as adequate cause for interference and con- 


and leave everything at the mercy of Aguin- 


aldo and of the ¢ivil strife that would follow 
his attempts at dictatorship would. be to 
abandon the islands as savage lands, sub- 
ject to colonization and seizure by the first 
European power that coveted them.

The number cannot be prescribed by 
legislation, but will depend on the fluctuat- 
ing value of silver as measured by gold. 

Bryan pretends that by legislation the 
value of silver can be raised so that 371% 
grains Af it will exchange for 23 1-5 grains | 
of gold, as was the case prior to 1874. For | 
the last few years, however, the owner of 
371% grains of silver bullion has not been 
able to get miore ‘than between 10 and 12 
grains of gold for hig silver anywhere iu 
the world. Yet Bryan alleges that when 
that quantity of silver ts coined into a do!l- 
lar for everybody that the purchasing power 
of that silver, and all other silver, will be 
more than double at home and abroad, and 
that 371% grains of silver will exchange 
everywhere for 23 1-5 grains of gold.

Coffee and Tea Drinking—As \s the Popu- 
larity of the One Goes Up the Impor- 
tations of the Other Go Down. 


Nearly 900,000,000 pounds of coffee were im- 
ported into the,,United States during the 


over the year preceding of more than 100,- 


to the amount of 70,000,000 pounds was im- 
ported into the United States, against 115,- 
000,000 pounds of tea in the year preceding. 
These facts, together with the steadily in- 
creasing popularity of coffee as a drink in the 
United States and the steadily declining 
popularity of tea, have led to some revival 
of the controversy as to the relative merits 
of the two and the superior popularity of the 
former here. 

The partiality for tea or coffee shown by 
the people of various countries cannot be 
traced to any particular cause. The Eng- 
lish, the Russians, and the Canadians come 
generally under the heading of tea drink- 
ers. The Dutch, the Scandinavians, the 
Germans, and the Belgians are coffee drink- 
ers, but why this distinction should exist 
-has never heretofore been made clear, and 
the position of the United States has been 
an indefinite one in the matter, coffee being 
preferred by some and tea by others with 
this essential difference, that while the av- 
erage consumption per capita of tea has re- 
mained stationary for twenty-five years the 
popularity of coffee as a drink has been 
steadily increasing. The coffee imported 
into the United States comes chiefly from 
Brazil, which furnished last year 665,000,000 
of the 870,000,000 pounds received, From 
other South American states 90,000,000 
pounds were imported into this country, 
from Mexico and Central Amcrica 70,000,000, 
and from the West Indies, chiefly Cuba and 
Porto Rico, 6,500,000,- Porto Rico is a great 
coffee-producing island, and its co erce 
with the United States, must be largely in- 
creased under the newly established con- 
ditions. Nearly 5,000, pounds of coffee 
was imported into the United States from 
‘Asia and Oceanica last year, chiefly from 
Hawali, and the trade with Hawaii in coffee 
seems certain to be increased in the future, 
too. Thus all economic conditions appear to 
be favorable to the growing popularity of 
coffee as a drink, and no like conditions 
favor the more extended popularity of tea. 
Not only was the consumption of coffee in 
the United States larger last year than ever 
previously in the history of the country, but 
it was larger per capita than ever before 
and was exceeded by two countries only, 


sumption of coffee in Holland being 23 
unds and in Denmark 15, against 11 in the 
nited States. | | 

The tea imported into the United States 
comes chiefly from China and Japan and in 
larger amounts from China than from Japan. 
Little Ceylon. or Indian tea, relatively, is im- 
ported into the United States, though there 
has been a large increase in the English mar- 
ket for both of recent years, and the policy 
of the English government has been to favor 
such importatfons rather than those from 
China and Japan. Twenty years ago only 17 
per cent of the tea imported into England 
was from India or Ceylan; now more than 70 
per cent of the tea imported comes from 
those countries. The collections of the Eng- 
lish government last year from customs 
duties On tea amounted, to $19,000,000; the 
customs revenues from coffee were only 
$800,000. One of the curiosities of tea drink- 
ing is found in its popularity In Canada, and 
one of the curiosities of coffee drinking is 
found in France, where, notwithstanding 
the almost universal’ use of coffee with 
meals, the average consumption per capita 
is only about three and a half pounds or 
about one-third of what it is in the United 
States. In Great Britain the consumption 
of coffee is less than one pound a year per 
capita, and of tea it is more than five pounds. 
Scientists are not agreed as to the relative 
merits or demerits of tea and coffee drink- 
ing.—_New York Sun.

That is a task 
which the British never dream of shirking, 
nothwithstanding its astounding magnitude, 

Let us glance at the Dutch Hast Indian 
Empire. The Kingdom of the Netherlands, 
which has legs than 5,000,000 inhabitants, 
rules in its East Indiar possessions a popula- 
tion exceeding 390,000,000. So long ago as 
1885, the Island of Java alone contained 
21,467,000 inhabitants... To thig total the 
civilian Europeans contributed 40,634, 
and the whole number of . white. 
soldiers in‘the Dutch er Indian army was, 
in 1887, less than 14,000, although it was need- 
ful to maintain peace’and order, not only 
throughout Java, but in Celebes, Timor, 
Banca, the Moluccas, and the Dutch portions 
of Sumatra, Borneo, and New Guinea. In 
1888 the expenditures of Holland on its East 
Indian dominions exceeded the receipts by 
less than 6,000,000 Norins, or about twoanda 
half million dollars, notwithstanding the cost 
of the war against the Malay Sultan of 
Acheen, in northeastern Sumatra, The im- 
ports in the Dutch Bast Indies have rigen in 
the course of a hundred years from almost 
nothing to about $60,000,000 annually, while 
the exports from the islands amounted, in 
1885, to nearly $80,000,000. That is the sort

Mr. William Sherwood’s second recital at 
the Studebaker Hall yesterday afternoon 
only served to enforce the pleasant imprcs- 
sion made a few weeks ago. Through the 
long and varied program there was not a 
single number which did not undergoa clear 
and characteristic interpretation at the 
hands of the pianist. His style is peculiarly 
forceful, even if at times it becomes hard and 
unsympathetic; his conception of the work 
in hand is always distinctive if it is not the 
best possibie; and his technique, of which he 
makes no unnecessary display,is always 
adequate to the occasion. The brilliant 
Chopin numbers were perhaps the most ef- 
fective pieces in the program, partly because 
they abound in a rich orchestral color to 
which Mr. Sherwood did full justice, The 
Sonata, in spite of the hackneyed funeral 
march, was received with much applause, 
and the Polonaise brought pleasant memo- 
ries of Mr. Thomas and his orchestra. 

In the Bach Fantasie and Fugue Mr. 
Sherwood also exhibited a great mastery of 
tone; for just as in the Polonaise he sug- 
gested the orchestral texture which Mr. 
Thomas has added to Chopin’s score, so in 
the organ fantasie and fugue, arranged for 
the piano by Liszt, his left hand frequently 
brought out a@ vibrating organlike tone from 
the’ bass which was most fitting. The 
Brahms Rhapsodie and the Wolff Etude 
called for the passionate yearning which is 
never evoked even in the *‘‘Les Adieux” 

nata of Beethoven, and again Mr. Sher- 
wood was not found wanting, though it must 
be confessed that the etude—played yester- 
day for the first time in Chicago—seemed to 
be a commonplace bit of sentiment. The 
Beethoven sonata just referred to is rather 
more e:usive than most of the master’s piano 
compositions, and Mr. Sherwood did not 
achieve great success in impressing the 
thought of the composer upon his audience. 
His reading was so unsentimental as to be 
almost indifferent, and the rendering ali 
through was rather lacking in authority. 
The Heymann “ Elfenspiel ’’ and the Saint- 
Saéns *‘ Study in Rhythm "’ might have been 
omitted without much loss to the audience, 
and the Moskowski waltz lost its charm 
through the evident want of sympathy on 
the part of the player for dance music. Liszt 
was represented by a Tarentella, and also in 
the encore which Mr. Sherwood was forced 
to give at the end of the first part of the pro- 


gram. 

Generally speaking Mr. Sherwood’s playing 
is virile and eminently satisfactory, but he 
would certainly improve his recitals by 
making his programs more homogeneous, 
and cutting down the list of composers. It is 
almost too much to hear from ten composers 
in the space oftwo hours. A far better effect 
could be produced with less material more 
carefully selected. There was one other 
slight drawback to the performance in the 
shape of a reealcitrant note on the piano, 
which, having discovered a friendly har- 
monic somewhere among the decorations or 
furnishings of the hall, caused a distressing 
buzzing whenever it was struck in the forte 
passages. It was a small matter, perhaps, 
but it nearly spoiled the Chopin Polonaise 
altogether. —

Because of Her Race She Is Refused | 


Admission te an Elevator When Go- 
ing to Attend a Meeting of the Cook 
‘County League of Woman’s Olubs— 
That Body Makes an Investigation 
@a Receives an Explanation—Oc- 
 @urrence Is Repeated. 


Mrs. Ida B. Wells Barnett, representing 
the Ida B. Wells club of colored women, 4s 
delegate to the Cook County League of 
Woman's clubs, was refused. admittance to 
the elevator of the Palmer House yesterday 
morning while on her way to attend a meet- 
ing of the league. She was compelled to 
climb the stairs to the parlors of the hotel. 
The league. appointed a. committee to in- 
vestigate the affront to one of its members, 
and the committee professed itself satisfied 
with the explanations and apologies of the 
management, 

Mrs. Barnett returned to the hotel in the 
afternoon to attend a meeting of the Law 
Enforcement league, and again, when about 
to enter the elevator, was told to take the 
rear elevator. She paid no attention to the 
command this time, but entered the car and 
was carried up. The members of the Law 
Enforcement league were as indignant over 
the occurrence as the club women had been, 
and after it had been denounced by the Rev. 
J. Q. A. Henry and Miss Elizabeth Burdick 
as an outrage, a committee consisting of 
Miss Burdick and the Rev. J. W. Fifield was 
appointed to investigate the matter. A sec- 
ond apology and explanation followed. 


Stopped by an Elevator Boy. 

Mrs. Barnett later stated that’ she had 
never been subjected to such indignities 
before and declared that she Was seriously: 
considering the advisability of bringing legal 
action against the hotel management. In

Shattuck, after the conference with Super- 
intendent Howe. ‘‘ He did not understand 
that Mrs. Barnett was a delegate to the 
league. The other colored women who en- 
tered the elevator with the members of the 
league were carried up without protest.”’ 

Mr. Howe said later that explanations had 
been satisfactory and that the club women 
had engaged the parlor for the next meeting 
of the league.

Clubs, of which Mrs, James Flower is Pres- 
ident, represents the most prominent of the 
women’s clubs of Chicago and Cook County, 
and numbers among its active workers Mrs.

It 
admits to membership without regard to 
color or creed. 


Says No Color Line Is Drawn.
